TONE STEADY, 

With the arrangements of the carry-over 
occupying the attention of members, business 
remained on the small side in the London 
Stock markets yesterday. A generally steady 
tone characterised the Gilt-edged market, but 
very quiet conditions prevailed, and final 
— showed little alteration on the day’s 
usiness. Home Rails suffered a slight set- 
back. Opening dealings were carried out at 
about the previous night s levels, but later 
on an easier tone became evident and prices 
were inclined to sag, final figures going the 
turn easier. In the Foreign Government 
Stock market, Brazilians again provided the 
principal feature, some further appreciable 
improvements being recorded. French Loans 
were also on the up grade, while Reconstruc- 
tion Loans, although not altered to any ex- 
tent, were better where movement occurred. 
A firm tone prevailed in Colonial and Foreign 
Rails, the leading Argentine issues being 
generally the turn higher; while among Grand 
Trunks the Pacific 4 p.c.

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN GREECE. 
For those of our readers who have a stake 
in Greece—either financial or commercial—« 
few items from a letter recently addressed to 
a member of the Dublin banking community 
by a former colleague, now managing the 
Constantinople branch of a British bank, may 
be of interest. The latter spent a well-earned 
leave in Athens a few weeks ago, sunning 
himself in the hospitable warmth of the cos- 
mépolitan WMixttire of “British, " Americans; 
Greeks and Anglo-Greeks which comprises its 
heterogeneous population. The political 
atmosphere . Racial feeling is very 
pro-British, and the Greek police and navy 
are being reorganised under British auspices. 
The war legacy of tangled finances has been 
tackled with a will. The Minister of Finance 
reports that the first three months’ working 
of the current Budget show encouraging 
results, revenue being up by 25 per cent. as 
compared with the corresponding period last 
year. The increase is attributed chiefly to the 
enhanced yield of indirect taxation and of the 
Government monopolies. The Minister con- 
fidently anticipates a considerable surp!us at 
the conclusion of the financial year. The 
returned refugees from Turkey are elready 
contributing to an. enlarged programme of 
agricultural development. The letter is 
couched throughout in optimistic terms, and 
ends on a note which w at 
ing to those who backed Greece by substrib- 
ing to the recent loan. “ Greece is a wonder- 
ful country—they.are working like slaves and 
making money.

Kilmainham Hospital—to quote the Charter 
of Charles Il.—was erected “' for the reception 
and entertainment . . of such antient, 
maimed and infirm officers and soldiers . . 
as have faithfully served.” Well, they have 

faithfully served, and judging from the 
happy demeanour of the meal oe. of this almost 
lorgotten garrison, they are content with the 
entertainment provided, without stint, to all. 

When I arrived many of the hospitallers 
were sunning themselves in the grounds of 
the institution, preparatory to the evening 
meal, which is served in the Great Hall, 
whose walls are covered with noble paintings 
of Britain’s Kings and Queens, Irish states- 
men, and glass cases containing the war 
medals of the veterans’ ai comrades. 
Others were abed, enjoying the siesta which 
becomes a habit with those who have lived 
long in tropical climates, such as that of 
Ind a. 

The meal hour came, and the men trooped 
across to the Great Hall to enjoy it. Soon 
there was a pleasant rattle of crockery, and 
merry banter and talk proceeded throughout 
the meal. The food supplied is plain, but 
good, and is relished by appetites which would 
make a growing boy feel envious. There is 
much that is admirable in the communal life 
of the Hospital, and this is paricularly evi- 
dent when the men meet together at meal- 
times. It is the life of the soldier in barracks 

a pleasant enough life, indeed—with many 
little comforts and attentions added. There is, 
too, among these old soldiers a splendid spirit 
of camaraderie, which the civilisn finds it 
difficult to understand.

THE SPEED OF LORRIES. 

In a report to the King's County County 
Council relative to heavy lorry traffic, the 
County Surveyor stated that he agreed with 
the report submitted to the Tirconnell County 
Council as to the destructive effects on the 
roads, and that it was the cause of increager 
cost of maintenai:>. He would not agree 
that their use, as suggested, should be pro- 
hibited, as lorries were necessary for the de- 
velopment of trade; but the destructive 
effects could be reduced by revising the legal 
s and increasing the. tax on heavy lorries.

10-ton lorries, 44 miles per hour; 8-ton, 5) 
miles; 6-ton, 6 miles; 4-ton, 8} miles; 2j- 
ton, 12 miles.

MAYO ROADS. 

The Mayo County Council, on the recom- 
mendation of its Surveyor, has fixed: the 
maximum speed at which motor cars ean 
travel through towns at eight miles an hour. 
It has fixed the maximum weight of laiden 
motor lorries, which can travel over the main 
roads at 4 tons. 

According to the Surveyor the county has 
not more than 400 miles of road capable of 
carrying a five-ton load without doing serious 
damage to the road crust and foundations.

PUBLICANS BLAME THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

The Dundalk licensed trade, at a meeting 
on Monday night, discussed the recom- 
mendations of the Liquor Commission. 

Mr. B. ‘McGuinness, Chairman, said that 
although they had been already hampered by 
legislation, further measures were being pro- 
moted which would tend to do them fthce 
serious injuries.

Not only had 
they been hit in the high price of drink, but 
they were burdened by excessive taxation;

The Tangle of War Debts. 


The conversations between 
Caillaux and Churchill concerning the 
French debt to Great Britain were 
continued in London yesterday. Satis- 
factory progress is reported, and it is 
hoped that when the French Minister re- 
turns to Paris to-morrow he will take with 
him the draft of a scheme of payments 
which. will place the whole question on a 
sound basis. France owes Britain some 
£625,000,000. The British taxpayer is 
paying interest on this sum to the tune of 
about £30,000,000 a year, and he is pay- 
ing a like sum to the United States in 
redemption of Britain's debt to that 
country. When the war came to an 
end and the Allies began to discuss 
the question of debt Britain was 
owed altogether the vast amount of. 
£2,100,000,000, while her obligations to 
the United States—incurred largely on 
behalf of her Allies—totalled less than 
£1,000,000,000. Having failed to secure 
a general cancellation of inter-allied war 
debts, the Lritish Government then an- 
nounced that it would not seek to recover 
more from its Allies than it was required 
to pay to the United States—namely, 
£1,900,000,000—and that it would reduce 
even that sum by the amount of any pay- 
ments which it. might receive in repara- 
tions from Germany. Generosity could go 
no farther. Mr. Churchill. was forced 
to approach France with a _ request 
for a settlement, and in limiting 
his demand to an _ annuity of 
£20,000,000, he was extremely reason- 
able. This figure represents interest at 
the “ate of two per cent. with a one per 
cent. sinking fund—far more favour- 
able terms than those which Mr. 
Baldwin was able to secure in Washington. 
¥et the whole Fronch Press is-up in arms 
against the proposal. It wants a five years’ 
mora‘torium, after which France will be 
ready to pay annuities of £8,000,000. M. 
Caillaux is believed to have increased this 
offer by a few million pounds a year; but 
the gap between his marimum and Mr. 
Churehill’s minimum is still too great to 
be bridged. 

Relatively, France is in a better finan- 
cial position than Great Britain. 
While the British Treasury is handi- 
capped by a heavy deficit in trade, 
France for the first six months 
of the present year had a _ favourable 
balance of no less than £28,000,000, or at 
the rate of £56,000,000 a year. Some of 
this prosperity, of course, must be attri- 
buted to a falling rate of exchange, which 
always encourages exports as against im- 
ports; but it is fairly safe to assume 
that the yearly sum which France has 
available ‘or payments abroad is not far 
short. of £30,000,000. To this sum must 
be added her share of the Dawes annuities, 
which amounts to 55 per cent. Germany 
is paying at the rate of £50,000,000 a 
year, and, with luck, France will clear 
about £27,000,000. Thus her. total 
surplus income ought not to be less 
than £57,000,000. Out of this sum she 
easily could pay £20,000,000 to Great 
Britain and also serve her American debt. 
Germany, without any external aid, must 
pay £50,000,000 to her foreign creditors, 
and surely France can find half that sum 
out of her own resources. The trouble is 
that M. Caillaux, like most of his pre- 
decessors in office, hesitates to impose new 
taxes on the French people. He is a 
politician, with his eye on the Premier- 
ship, and he would be more than human if 
he did not try to score a spectacular suc-

| cess with Mr. Churchill. Britain, how- 


ever, must safeguard her own interests. 
Probably the Chancellor will reduce his 
demand to the limit of £15,000,000, insist- 
ing that, of this sum, at least 29,000,000 
must be paid in sterling and the re- 
mainder in marks. The proportion of 
sterling to marks is important, M. 
Caillaug wants to transfer as much of 
Germany's Dawes payments as possible on

It is pleasing to learn that the conversa- 
tions, so far, have been held in an 
atmosphere of cordiality. Anglo-French 
relations must not be allowed to suffer 
at any price, and we refuse to believe 
that two nations which have sacrificed so 
much in common will squabble over 
adjustments in the counting-house. 


‘Labour at the Cross-roads. 


Next month the Trades Union Congress 
will assemble at Scarborough, and one of 
the most momentous decisions in British 
industrial history will be taken. The 
leader of the miners, Mr. A. J. Cook, sup- 
ported by Mr. Bevin, of the Transport 
Union, will propose the formation of a 
great alliance of British unions under an 
elected council invested with powers to call 
and direct a general strike. Tí the proposal 
should be adopted, there would be an 
end to the independence of the unions, anJ 
the workers’ organisations would exist, not 
as instruments for collective bargaining in 
individual trades, but as parts of a single 
weapon devised for revolutionary uses. A 
trade in which there was no dispute 
between masters and men could be brought 
to an instant stand-still by Mr. Cook’s con- 
templated council if the leaders of the 
alliance should deem it desirable to throw 
the full weight of its power on the side 
of any section of the workers. It is evident 
that the project has been formed with the 
coal-mining dispute principally in view. 
In May next the subsidy voted by Parlia- 
ment to the British mines must cease, and 
the question at issue between the Miners’ 
Federation and the mine-owners will come 
up for decision. Last month's crisis will 
be repeated if the inquiry into the coal- 
mining industry, assisted by a better spirit 
in the parties concerned, has failed to 
frame a plan by which the mines may be 
worked ata profit. The truce secured by Mr 
Baldwin is to Mr. Cook merely. a respite 
in which to perfect his subversive schemes. 
If the Congress at Scarborough decides to 
hand over the leadership of the great 
unions to a single council, it will enable 
Mr. Cook to enter the renewed negotiations 
respecting the coal mines, not as the 
miners’ leader only, but as the general- 
issimo of organised labour, If he succeeds 
at Scarborough, he will be able to dominate 
the ecoriomic life of Britain. 

The’ working men of Britain must 
decide whether the sum of things 
which is the British heritage is to be 
staked on the revolutionary experiment. 


At Scarborough the extremists will wrestle 


with men of sober mind for the leadership 
of organised Labour. .Power always is 
tempting, and the revolutionaries can 
point to the possibility of a dictatorship. 
That a dictatorship wrung from the nation 
by violence must be transitory and 
disastrous is a truth less evident to minds 
untrained to take the long view. The 
workers know that the times are hard and 
the future uncertain, but the agitators who 
trade on their discontent do not tell them 
the causes of the straitness of their circum- 
stances. Not the wage-earning class alone, 
but the whole nation is suffering from the 
trade depression which besets British in- 
dustry. Those who think for a class instead 
of for the community cannot minister to 
Britain's ills. The wealth and power of 
Britain are drawn from her Empire and 
from her overseas commerce. ‘‘ No other 
land,” observes M. Demangeon in L’ Empire 
Britannique, “ has a greater portion of her 
body and her soul beyond the seas." 
British trade has suffered disruption by 
the war, and the millions whose daily 
bread is earned by toil in the mines and 
factories of England cannot prosper until 
that trade is restored. It is doubtful, 
indeed, whether Great Britain ever again 
will be able to support a population of 
forty-eight millions, and for hundreds of 
thousands of British workers to-day the 
only hope of a prosperous career lies in 
emigration to the new and rising lands. 
If the Communists succeeded in provoking 
revolution in Britain, they would prevent 
the very possibilty of commercial recovery. 
Even if they could seize and utilise the 
industrial fabric, they could not bring to 
Britain the trade that she has lost or solve 
the problem of over-population, 


Irish Bacon. 


English householders are complaining of 
the continuous rise in the price of bacon. 
During the last month the wholesale price 
of Danish bacon at Leeds has risen from 
115 shillings per cwt, to 140 shillings. 
Irish roll, which is the “ best seller ' in 
the North, now fetches between 160 and 
172 shillings, and American bacon has 
advanced from 100 to 130 shillings. The 
increase of price is due mainly to shortage 
of supply. At present the Danish farmers 
are more concerned with the saving of 
crops than with the killing of pigs, and 
Ireland refuses, or is unable, to redress the 
balance. We have published in the last 
few days figures which illustrate in the 
most startling fashion—if anything could 
startle our apathetic island—the parlous 
condition of. the Irish pig industry. The 
export of live pigs from the Free State 
in the first five months of the present year 
was 39,039 as against 132,455 in the 
corresponding period of 1924—a decline in 
value of nearly £450,000.. The Saorstat 
not only has ceased to be the principal 
supplier of bacon to the English market, 
but is being forced to import, bacon for its 
own consumption in ever increasing 
quantities. Denmark is capturing ‘the 
British trade, and, at the present rate of 
decay, the Irish bacon industry soon will 
he extinct.. The explanation is as simple 
as it is scandalous. In Denmark the pro- 
duction of bacon is a science, backed"by the 
organised zeal of an enlightened popula- 
tion of farmers; in the Free State it is a 
haphazard, half-hearted and  hand-to- 
mouth affair. Our farmers are too ignorant 
or too lazy to fight for an industry which 
once was wholly their own and could be 
recovered even now. The recent report of 
the Imperial Economic Conference says 
that the best class of Irish bacon is “‘ very 
popular with the British consumer,’’ and 
urges the importance of improved methods 
of breeding, grading and marketing which 
will make pig-raising more profitable ‘n 
this country. There are some things which

The French Birth-Rate. 

‘Fourteen éminent Frenchmen "have con- 
tributed their views to a discussion on ths 
subject of national security; and six of 
the: fourteen: are convinced that the first 
factor in France’s security must be an in- 
creased population. The problem is truly 
formidable, but, as the Paris Correspon- 
dent of The Times shows, there are 
elements in it which prevent it from being 
absolutely desperate. ‘‘ What is wrong 
with France,” he,says, “ is not the birth- 
rate, but the death-rate.’’ The French 
birth-rate for 1923 was 19.4 per thousand 
of the population, as compared with 19.7 
for England and Wales. In the same 
year, however, the French death-rate was 
17 per thousand as compared with 11.6 for 
England and Wales. France’s high death- 
rate—especially among infants—can be 
assigned to ignorance and defective condi- 
tions of hygiene, and these faults may be 
remedied. Indeed, the Ministry of Health 
is taking measures for an active health 
campaign throughout the country, and 
already some 1,500 organisations for 
the care of mothers and children 
are receiving subventions from the State. 
Nevertheless, if France is to be relieved of 
the haunting fear of future invasion by a 
Germany whose excess of births over deaths 
last year was 508,938, her own birth-rate 
must be increased. One-third of-the yearly 
births in France are illegitimate, and the 
death-rate among the illegitimate. infants 
is known to be appalling. The high cost 
of living and the shortage of housing 
accommodation are only partial explana- 
tions of this grievous state of things. Some- 
thing more than legislation—nothing less 
than the adoption of a new moral and 
social outlook—seems to be required if 
France is to survive among the great 
nations of the world.

Naturally, there is a .great deal of 
speculation concerning to-day’s progress of 
the Churchill-Caillaux negotiations. It 
would be as well, however, to accept with 
reserve the transcendent optimism that 
prevails, because, if M. Caillaux has gone 
so far as is suggested to meet the British 
Treasury's estimate of what France can 
and ought to pay to liquidate her debt, 
he will have violated the combined opinions 
of the French Press. Those opinions may 
be accepted as accurately reflecting French 
views. That M. Caillaux is anxious for 
a settlement fair to both sides goes with- 
out saying. . Significance attaches to his 
getting into practical touch with two of 
the City’s financial magnates, a field which 
previous. delegates never ventured to ex- 
plore; and it is enhanced by the fact that 
the guests at Mr. Churchill’s dinner party 
to M. Caillaux this evening will be

Ki orld Problems.

Paid Legislators. 


Labour is organising a movement 
throughout the country to secure legisla- 
tive authority for the payment of members 
of all local bodies. On the general prin- 
ciple that every labourer is worth his hire, 
it is argued that the public should pay for 
public service rendered, and the authors of 
this propaganda assess their value at £6 
per week. Payment of local legislators has 
been more or less talked of ever since pay- 
ment was made to M.P.’s. The only really 
new point about the suggestion is that 
those responsible for it now appraise their 
services at £6 instead of £4. In due course 
the Labour Party in Parliament will be 
expected to take the matter up at West- 
minster and see it through. 


One-Way Traffic. 


Traffic in the Strand is so congested 
during most parts of the day that it is 
quicker to walk the whole length of the 
thoroughfare than ride. Apart from the 
enormous number of vehicles going East 
and West, the stréet-breaker lends a hand 
to assist the crush. He is invariably 
giving some section of the roadway his 
leisurely attention. For months the 
Strand has not been wholly clear of work- 
men, who have been busy on the pave- 
ments as well as on the roadway itself. 
The experiment of one-way traffic is now 
to be tried, but the Ministry of Transport 
gives no details of the scheme and does not 
indicate what is to be the alternative 
route. One-way traffic has been success- 
fully in operation in Long Acre for some 
time, but the public generally does not take 
to the innovation. 

Much of the congestion in all the 
big thoroughfares is due to crawl- 
ing taxis plying for hire. So many 
are discovered empty on the streets as to 
suggest that there is a surplus over re- 
quirements. The great majority must 
keep on the move, as rank space in London 
is strictly limited. The only alternative 
to the street is the garage, or, for the 
majority of them, the choice between lying 
up and the unproductive consumption of 
spirit in the hope of catching a fare. 
There are not more than London can do 
with, but, apart from the keen competi- 
tion of the omnibus, there are two reasons 
why the taxi-cab is not utilised to a larger 
extent, one being excessive charges and the 
other the ingrained belief in the public 
mind that the driver is extortionate in the 
matter of tins. 


Channel Swimmers, 


There are so many aspirants to swimmins 
the Channel that it is worth recalling that 
to-day is the jubilee of Captain Matthew 
Webb’s triumph. He was the first to 
accomplish the featswhich before and since 
has defeated so many doughty swimmers. 
It was on August 24th-25th, 1875, that he 
swam from Dover to Calais in 21 hours 
and 45 minutes. A Shropshire man, he 
was a séa captain before becoming a pro- 
fessional swimmer, and in July, 1883, lost 
his life in trying tos wim the rapids 
below Niagara Falls. The Channel has be 
sum five times—on every occasion by a 
man. Captain Webb succeeded at his first

Income Tax. 


Income-tax payers, large and small, have 
been persistently pursued by the Inland 
Revenue with much gain to the Exchequer. 
Particular attention is now being 
paid to the small incomes which yield 
only a few pounds. In other times 
these were not deemed worth the trouble 
of collecting. Systematic pressure in this 
direction has revealed a little gold mine, 
especially as large numbers of people prefer 
to pay a pound or so more than is due 
from them than risk exposing their finan- 
cial position to their neighbours. This 
was proved recently in connection with the 
Mansion .House district, when of four 
thousand persons summoned for smal] sums 
all but three paid up rather than go into 
court. This desire to shun publicity 1s 
being exploited in the interests of the 
revenue. 


Soldiers’ Pay. 

An unofficial statement made yesterday 
to the effect that the daily pay of the 
soldier may shortly be reduced from 2s. 9d. 
to 2s. has been misinterpreted. It should 
be made clear tirat any reduction in pay 
will: not affect those serving. “The current 
rates were’ introduced in 1019. Army 
Order No. 325 of that year made no pro- 
vision for altering the pay rates of “ other 
ranks,’” but another Order affecting officers 
provided for a revision in 1924, a 
to rise or fall in cost of living. an 
subsequent revisions every. three years.

DR. MOORHEAD’S 
VIEW. 


NO DOUBT ABOUT 
RESULT. . 


CHANGE DISASTROUS 
TO PUBLIC HEALTH. 


R. T. Gillman Moorhead, who has just 
returned from the United States, 
said, in a hurried jnterview yesterday, that 
he had realised from the moment the 
Treaty with Great Britain was signed, 
that the position in relation to the General 
Medical Council could only be maintained 
by the passage of special legislation. He 
also realised that the Free State Govern- 
ment had logic on their side, in the sense 
that it seemed anomalous to be separated 
from England as far as the general govern- 
ment of the country was concerned, and 
to be united as regards the government 
of the medical profession. On the other 
hand, the best statesmanship often con- 
sisted in ignoring what was logical and 
adopting wh:t was expedient. 

In spite of what the Government stated, 
he was strongly of the opinion that the 
proposed change would prove disastrous, 
not only as regards the medical schools 
in Ireland, but also in relation to public 
health questions in general. 

As a constitutionalist, he felt that a 
matter of this kind should be decided by 
the public will. If a referendum were 
taken on the matter, he had little doubt 
as to the decision that would be arrived 
at—that is, that no change should at 
present be made. 

When there has been time for a little 
more thought over the matter, he thought 
it would be quite possible that some 
minor modifications might be introduced 
which would satisfy all parties. In the 
meantime he felt that an arrangement 
voluntarily entered into could not in any 
way be regarded as detrimental to the 
dignity of the Free State. 

He had lately visited America, and 
found there that in the last few years 
they had adopted a system of hospital 
standardisation, which applied not merely 
to the United States, but also to South 
America, and was being received favour- 
ably even in Canada and in New Zealand. 

When States which were so widely 
separated politically as the United States 
and the States of Southern America were 
willing to adopt a uniform system for the 
promotion of the general welfare of their 
people, he could not help feeling that the 
‘present attitude of the Free State Govern- 
ment was short-sighted and reactionary. 
“Salus populi suprema lex.” 


CORK’S CONDEMNATION. 


DOCTORS PASS A STRONG 
RESOLUTION.

CORK, Tuesday. 
Á meeting in connection witli the Go- 
vernment’s proposal to establish a separate 
medical register for. the Irish Free State 
was held to-night at the Metropole Hotel, 
Cork, under the chairmanship of Dr.

HE iaedical students, even in Galway, 

are indignant at the Government's 
proposal to isolate the medical profession. 
Mr. M. A. Naughton, Secretary to the 
Galway University Students’ Association, 
who is at present in Dublin taking a 
course for midwifery at the Coombe Hos- 
pital, stated yesterday that shortly before 


| the last session had eoncluded the students 


at Galway University held a mass meeting 
to consider the aspects of the situation as 
it affected them. They unanimously 
adopted a resolution against the setting 
up of a separate medical register. 

He added that the students of the 
National Universities in Cork and Galway 
were considering the advisability of hold- 
ing protest meetings, and forming a plan 
of campaign, to put their case before the 
public. It is expected that these meetings 
will be held shortly. 


TRIBUTE TO THE DOCTORS. 
He wished it to be realised that it was 
for the students, as well as for the reputa- 
tion and status of the Irish medical schools, 
that the doctors were putting up such a 
splendid fight. 
The students appreciated this, especially as 
the doctors themselves had nothing to lose 
or to gain by their action. Their position 
was firmly established, and the Government 
could not harm it in any way. ; 
“At least ninety cent.” he said, 
“of the medical students in the Free State 
colleges~and this I know for sure—when 
they begin their study of medicine look for- 
ward to going abroad and getting good 
‘jobs,’ Otherwise. most of them would 
never have started here at all and wasted 
one-third of their life studying for nothing. 
It is my own ambition to make a success in 
another country and then to come back to 
Ireland and settle down. There are a large 
number of Irish practitioners who, when they 
fiave got full experience abroad, come back 
to Ireland and set up in practice. 

“What will happen if 'the Government's 
pfoposal is put into force is that all the 
students who want to make a name for them- 
selves will go to universities in England and 
Scotland and te Belfast. 


A POOR PROSPECT. 

“Those few that will take out degrees 
in the Free State will become half farmers, 
half doctors. “Nat an auspicious state of 
affairs for a high standard of medicine in the 
Free State, is it? e 

“The Goverament make a point about the 
exporting. of medical graduates; but is it 
not better to have an educated class 
emigrating. which will counterbalance the 
impression given by the second-class of Irish- 
man that emigrates—namely, the navvy? 

“In the number of entries at our Univer- 
sity in Galway the Government's proposal 
has played havoc. When I first joined that 
University there were 150 students there. 
‘This: year, however, there. are only seventy. 
Every year at least thirty ‘freshmen’ used 
come in, but this. year so far only five or 
sx have joined. The result of this was that 
this vear the money for the house scholarships 
was reduced and the exhibitions abolished. 


THE GALWA ’ PROFESSORS. 

“I want to state,” continued our in- 
formant, '“ that the action of the Galway 
professors in countenancing and supporting 
the Government's proposal was altogether 
contrary to the wishes of the students, who 
had some time previously intimated to them 
what they thought about the matter. That 
statement was anything but representative of 
the views of the students: It was only the 
private opinion of the members of the 
medical staff of ‘the College, and even at that 
there were seven’ other professors whose 
names were not appended to the statement, 
along with the names of four professors who 
}signed it, and a lecturer and assistant pro- 
fessor.”’

I oppose absolutely the proposal of the Go- 
vernment to alter. the Medical Register for 
Ireland. The proposal, if carried into effect, 
will wipe out the medical schools of the Free 
State, cripple the voluntary hospitals, and 
lower the status of Irish doctors all over the 
world.—Surgeon Denis Kennedy, F.R.C.S., 
a candidate for the Senate. 


I endorse the view that it would be a 
disastrous’ thing to set up a separate Medical 
Register for the Free State.“ It is a very 
short-sighted decision, indeed. In the long 
run it will not injure the students, but it 
certainly will injure the Free State. It will 
not pfevent students from taking medicine 
and surgery as a career, but it will result 
in the departure of medical students from 
Dublin to Belfast and cross-Channel univer- 
sities, besides ruining the sfatwe of the pro- 
fession in Ireland. Jt will. simply mean that 
the brains and the money will go out of the

MR. O'HIGGINS’S CHALLENGE, 
LETTER FROM MR. CULVERWELL, 
S.F.,T.C.D. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Having read in to-day’s papers fhe 
observations of the President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons on Mr O’Higgins’s 
“challenge,” I think I ought to say that last 
night I wrote to Mr. O'Higgins, accepting his 
challenge and contradicting, with my reasons, 
both his statements; and that I hope shortly 
to publish my letter and his reply.—Yours, 
etc., Epowarp P, CuLVERWELL.

he was rumoured yesterday that two re- 

ports are being presented to the Free 
State Minister of Justice by the Rules 
Committee of the Hi#tsh Court of Justice. 
One, it was stated, is a majority report, 
and the other a minority report signed by 
the Chief Justice, Mr. Hugh Kennedy, and 
Mr. Justice Meredith. 
The Committee—which consisted of 
Judges of the Supreme and High Courts, re- 
presentatives of the senior and junior Bars, 
and the Incorporated Law Society—held 
many sittings and made a final draft of 
the new rules only about six weeks ago. 
Sharp differences of opinion appear to 
hav> arisen among the members on certain 
questions, principally as to the style of 
dress of judgés and the manner in which 
they shall be addressed in Court. 
lt was yesterday reported that a 
majority of members favour the retention 
of the judge’s wig—to be worn with a 
black gown--while the Chief Justice and 
Mr. Justice Meredith, in their minority 
report, recommend that the wig be no part 
of the official costume. 

“MY LORD.” 

[t was added that the reports also dis- 
close a difference of opinion as to the form 
in which judges on the bench shall - be 
addressed. The continuance of forms like 
“My lord,” “if your lordship pleases,’’ 
is understood to’ be the suggestion of the 
majority. : 

The nature of the opposition to that 
remains to be disclosed, but a plea for the 
use of “a chara’’ is hardly likely to 
form any part of it. 

Apart from the mniatters mentioned, it 
wos stated that no serious differences of 
opinion were manifested among the mem 
bers of the Committee... Many changes 
are proposed in the existing form and pro- 
cedure. Provisions are made for the con- 
tinuation of the High Court Circuit Court. 
The fact that this Court is not yet consti- 
tuted. and that its constitution is likely 
to be delayed for some months. was com- 
mented upon quite recently in Dublin 
Castle, when a judge refused an appli- 
cation for bail in the case of two men who 
arc held on a charge of murder. The 
new High Court Circuit Court will, it is 
dectared, be constituted of a High Court 
judge, who shall be sent out to the 
countr, at intervals as necessity arises 

INTERPRETERS, 

This Court is really the equivalent of 
the old Spring <Assize Court, with the 
difference, however, that, for the purposes 
of the latter, several counties were grouped 
together, whereas the Judge of the High 
Circuit Court will hear cases only from 
the county in which he sits. 

Adequate ‘provision, it is stated, is pro- 
posed for the use on any occasion of the 
Trish language, and official interpreters 
will always be available. 

The proposed rules will be laid before 
the Dail-by the Minister of Justice imme- 
diately after the House reassémblés, and 
the lawyers in both Chambers of the 
Oireachtas will probably have much to say 
on the question,

PROTEST FROM GALWAY, RULES OF FREE STATE LAST :¥ EAR'S: RETURNS.

i in a. leading article upon the trade returns 


of the United States, made up for the year to 


d corrected to July 24th, 
which have just hed this country, The 
observes :—Although the American 
trade returns show that there is probably still 
an excess of exports over imports, the. fact 
that the country is no longer indebted on 
balance to the rest of the world has created 
fresh problems, whieh were not generally 
recognised during the war, when, for.a time, 
the world provi an, ample market. for the 
primary products of the United States, as 
well as for its manufactures, and the agricul- 
tural population ‘received prices high enough 
to compensate them for the higher price levels 
which, owing to its protectionist policy, ruled 
in the United States. It must not be for- 
gotten that the United States comprises an 
enormous area and, to a large extent, is cap- 
able of being self-supporting, so that it is not 
compelled to buy largely abroad in order to 
feed the people and. to obtain raw materials. 
It is not surprising, therefore, to find that it 
has received an enormous amount of gold in 
pe-ment for its exports. Although recently 
there has been a tendency for American 
capitalists to leave their credits abroad in the 
form of investmentr, the time is coming when, 
owing to the lower price levels existing out- 
side America, cis iora Cid will expcrience 
the same difficulty.as the agriculturists have 
had, They will be producing at high price 
levels and selling, so far as their exports are 
concerned, at low price levels. 

The tiriff is of practically no value to the 
farmers, and competent observers in the 
United States foresee the-day when it will be 
of no great value to exporters of manufac- 
tured articles. The internal wealth of 
America is so enormous, its extent. and popu- 
lation are so great, that the prosperity of its 
inhabitants seems assured, but all the evi- 
dence leads to the conclusion that sooner ur 
later the United States will find that no 
nation can live unto itself, and that the 
prosperity of every great nation is to a large 
extent dependent upon the prosperity of man- 
kind throughout the world. It is learning, n 
short, that exports are only of benefit as a 
means of creating credits with which to pmr- 
chase necessary, imports, or to accumulate 
claims on foreign goods, commodities, or ser- 
vices that may We required in the future.

M. CAILLAUX’S MISSION, 


M. Caillaux, the French Minister of 
Finance, showed himself in the crowded 
hours of yesterday to be a man of . large 
outhook ahd sound business instinct, says 
The Times. So far, it has been impossible. 
to bridge the gap between the sums that 
nave been reracued in exiance aud London 
respectively as possible and necessary annui- 
ties towards payment of the French debt to 
Great Britain. It became more and more 
evident, as the busy hours passed by, that 
the whole question of payment to Great 
Britain is very closely linked up with that 
of payment to America, and that settlement 
with one country is very difficult without 
careful regard for a settlement with the 
other. 

It is expected that M. Caillaux will con- 
clude his discussions with Mr. Churchill to- 
day, and if no formal agreement is reached, 
there should not be the slightest occasion 
for disappointment.

Damascus was panic-stricken yesterday 
morning by the sudden appearance on che 
outskirts of the city of a force of wild 
horsemen, preparing to swoop down from 
the surrounding mountains. The French 
garrison was hurriedly called to arms, 
while every available French aeroplane in 
the neighbourhood was instantly sum- 
moned, and gave battle, descending to 
within a few feet lof the ground and 
machine-gunning the .ebels. 

Under the onslaught, the latter 
eventually scattered and retreated to the 
shelter of the hills, They were last’ 
observed returning towards the Jebel 
Druse country, from which direction they 
had come. 

It is net considered probable that the 
Druse Arabs will attempt another similar 
surprise in view of their first failure, 
which was obviously intended to achieve 
the object of rushing Damascus and in- 
citing the rebellious elements there before 
the French garrison was able to offer re- 
sistance o: call up reserves from else- 
where. 

Nevertheless, the situation is reported 
to be critical, as thousands of Damascenes 
would welcome the opportunity of throw- 
ing in their lot with the Druses against 
the. French. 

From ‘‘ Tae Times ' CORRESPONDENT. 

Mounted rebels, estimated to number 
some 1,500, from the Jebel Druse and 
neighbourhood, attempted yesterday morn- 
ing to rush Damascus. They were re: 
pulsed in the direction of Jebel by French 
aeroplanes and cavalry, after sustaining 
heavy losses. 

I am assured on the highest authority 
that there has been no fighting lately at 
Sueida, the capital of the Jebel Druse, 
except randor shooting, resulting in a few 
members of the garrison of the citadel 
being woundec.

‘PLANE WITH GERMAN BONDS. 


Nearly £10,000,000 in German Bonds was 
brought to London yesterday from Berle by 
air. The most valuable cargo ever carried in 
au aeroplane arrived in a novel all-metal 
machine. 

The millions took the form of twenty sack- 
loads of Bonds, worth £9,600,000, part of

The 
machine which brought them was a three- 
engined Junkers all-metal monoplane. The 
journey from Berlin began on Monday, but 
the machine had to remain overnight at 
Amsterdam owing to bad weather.

M. CAILLAUX’S VIEWS.

M. -Caillaux had a busy day in London 
discussing the French war debt to Great 
Britain, which he is trying to find. It 
concluded with a dinner party given by 
Mr. Winston Churchill. At this there 
were only half-a-dozen guests, including 
M. Caillaux, Mr. Chamberlain and British 
and French financial advisers. It is stated 
that the debt question was again dis- 
cussed. 


MONEY TALKS. 

Interviewed by a Press Association repre- 
sentative on his return to the French Em- 
bassy in London last evening, after a visit to 
the Treasury, lasting about a quarter of an 
hour, M. Caillaux said:—‘‘ This morning I 
saw Mr. Montague Norman, Governor of 
the Bank of England. I had lunch with Mn 
Chamberlain and the Ambassador of the 
United States; this afternoon a lois talk 
with Mr. McKenna (Chairman of the Midland 
Bank); then I saw the French Financial 
Agent, and afterwards, at six o'clock, I had a 
talk with MÉ, Churchill. The talk was not a 
long one, as, you see, [ dine with him to- 
night, when, perhaps, we shall talk again. 
We have continued to make efforts to re- 
concile our. points-of view. 

“I reiháin ín Lérdlon to-morrow, and leave 
on Thurádav morning. Perhaps—I am not 
sure—I shall have some conversations with 
Mr. Churchill te-mmoreow. I am only talking 
with the Chancellor of the Exchequer to get 
something on paper. 

“I am somethifig of a finanéial expert,” 
added the French Financial Minister, with a 
hearty laugh, “ but not quite. It is a very 
dificult job to draw up a financial con- 


tract.”” 
“ DELICIOUS CONVERSATIONS.” 

Asked how the negotiations were proceed- 
ing, M. Caillaux replied, with a shrug of his 
shoulders—‘ Happily, they are always de- 
licious conversations.” 

Questioned about his interview with the 
London financiers, he said:—‘‘ I talked with 
Mr. McKenna on public and private finances 
because he is the President of one of your 
great banks. This debt concerns him fairly 
closely, and he is an important man, e 
spoke mostly on questions-of the past.

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THE DRUG EVIL. 


LEAGUE OF NATIONS AND 
OPIUM QUESTION. 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The discussions of the Advisory Committee 
of the League of Nations on the traffic in 
opium and other dangerous drugs is, contrary 
to ordinary practice, being held in public, 
and this morning's sitting was especially in. 
teresting, iif view of the important state- 
ments which -were made. 

The Committee considered various Govern. 
ment reports with reference to the opinm 
trade, ande Mes. diamiiton Wright, the 
American assessor, who was a member of the 
United States delegation to the second 
Opium Conference, and who, being dis- 
satisfied with some of the decisions of that 
Conferencé, withdrew, wanted to know what 
steps had beea taken in Austraha in the 
matter of opium imports. : 

“-"" for M INDIA. 

Sir John Campbell, India; replying, said 
that whatever drugs Australia got came from 
the United Kin uí and not from India, 
He added that there was only a very small 
percentage of smuggling from India by retail 
vendors. The Indian Government had re- 
ceived no gomplaint from Australia regarding 
the measures lor combating smuggling. ‘The 
opium. introduced into Australia: was princi- 
parse tane Macao and other sources than 
ndia. 

As regards Canada, the latest report 
showed a considerable decrease in the import 
of drags, which the Chairman noted with 
satisfaction. 

Sir Malcolm Delevingne drew attention to 
the large quantity of morphine exported from 
France in 1925 to Greece and Cuba, M., 
Bourgeois promised to: make inquiry and take 
the necessary measures. 

‘OPIUM EXPORTS STOPPED. 

Sir John Campbell declared that the Indian 
Government had quite recently stopped all 
expart.of opium.to Macao and Persia because 
oY the illegitimate purpose for which that 
opium was used, an added that the Indian 
Government reserved the right to act thus 
in all cases where evidence oí miuse was 
produced. 

At the afternoon sitting the Committee dis- 
posed of all the reports received from the 
various Governments. In reference to the 
Indian report, Mrs. Hamilton Wright wanted 
to know why, if India prohibited the export 
of opium te Macao, it did not prevent 
export from British Nerth ‘Borneo, destined 
for the Philippines. 

Sir John Campbell replied that the Indian 
Government h given the matter careful 
consideration. The export from North 
Borneo was trifling compared with the 17,000 
tons exported from China. 

Sir Malcolm Delevingne denied that there 
was smuggling to a great extent from Borneo 
to the Philippines. On the Japanese report 
of 1923, Sir Maléolm Delevingne scrutinised 
some points, particularly the large quantity 
of cocaine manufactured, which during two 
years amounted to nearly 7,000 kilos. 

Sir John Campbell called attention to the 
large stock of merphine in Japan, -which, he 
said, amounted to between 800,000 and 
1,000,000 ounces.—( Reuter. )

DEATH FROM PRUSSIC ACID 
POISONING. - 


The inquest was concluded in London yes- 
terday upon the body of Alfred Thomas (34), 
a pharmaceutical chemist, who was found 
dead in his house at Old Town, Clapham, on 
August 15 under ciroumstances which pointed 
to poisoning. 

Evidence was given by Arthur Chivers, an 
employé of the deceased, as to the latter 
taking chlorodyne for stomach trouble, and 
upon two or three occasions two or three 
minims of prussié acid. Identifying a poison 
bottle produced, witness said the poison it 
contained was usel. fer-killing cats and dogs 
and was double the ordinary strength. No 
one but hinitelf and Mr. Thomas had access 
to the poison cupboard, as fer as he knew. 
Witnesses to frequent quarrels be- 
twéen deceased and his mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Bailey, and Police Inspector Parker stated 
that on two occasions steps had been‘ taken 
to gét her out of the house. Deceased’s 
financial affairs, he added, were not such as 
to cause worry. 

The jury, after twenty minutes’, delibera- 
tion, returned & verdict to the effect that de- 
ceased died from prussic acid poisoning, but 
there was not sufficient evidence to show how 
it was administered. They censured, Mrs. 

, deceased's wife, and Mrs. Bailey for 
their conduct generally, and agreed with the 
Coroner in his remarks concerning the divi- 
sions surgeon not taking sufficient notice 
when called to see the deceased.

KILDARE COUNTY COUNCIL’S 
STRONG PROTEST. 


Kildate County Council, at its quarterly 
meeting yesterday, decided unanimously to 
enter an emphatic protest against the Govern. 
ment's decision to set up a separate Medical 
Register for the Free State. 

Mr. P. Phelan, in proposing that the 
Council should take such a step, pointed out 
that under the new arrangement their Irish 
medical gradvates henceforth would be de- 
prived the right to practise in England 
and the Six Counties. Year after year 
hundreds of these young men obtained 
degrees in the Dublin medical schools, and 
under the new dispénsation they would be 
compelled to stay at home at their own fire- 
sides. 

The means of livelihood for doctors in 
Ireland were very lipited. Whenever a 
vacancy arose in an Irish dispensary thero 
were dozens of applicants, What might it 
be later on if the Government failed to be 
influenced by the increasing volume of public 
opinion’ It was A most unjust arrangement, 
to say the least of it, and he hoped that it 
would never take effect. 

Mr. E. A. Coonan—It is uncalled for and 
wholly unnecessary, and will be most in- 
jurious to our universities and hospitals.

“ DISASTER PREDICTED.” 

In another passage iy his letter Mr. Spencer 
declares: '“Í am not putting it any too 
strongly, or in ahy degree inaccurately, when 
I say that many of our beat trade unionists 
are disgusted with some of your teachings. 
Your revolutionary utterances are neither 
making for unity nor success. 

“I declare most emphatically I will have 
nothing to do with a disciplinary army, or 
the means and organisation of revolt, or any 
policy for leading men into open revolution, 
or conflict with Government authorities. Such 
action can only lead to defeat and -disaster, 
and, if you. pursue your present policy of 
revolution and are successful in persuading 
some mis@uided minds into. your way of 
thinking, the consequence of their action will 
rest upon your head. You display the usual 
courage of the inexperienced, You rush in 
where angels fear the tread and then rush 
out again only to discover that indiscretion 
has marked your every step. Your whole 
letter breathes a “sickening egotism of sole 
perfection, bordering on some form of delusive 
mania.”’

If wheat-growing was made profitable, it 
would be growm, and there’ was no better 
judge of what the land was suitable for than 
the man who occupied the land, “They were 
quite willing and competent to doin 1926 
what their predecessors-did in 1651, if it, 


paid them. 

Increased growing of wheat would n.eau 
increased mills and increased employment, 
with a consequent reduction in taxation, as 
the amount of the dole would be reduced. 
For every 100 tons of wheat milled in this 
count 
pollard, and that would have a _ beneficial 
effect, on liye stock. They recommended 1s. 
per cwt. tariff on ‘wheat offal exported. If 
the Government ~adopted the recommenda- 
tions. of the. Committee, he had no. doubt 
that they could reach the half-a million acres 
of wheat in seven years fronr 1926: They 
suggested that the Department should sow 

acres in plots of one acre each ba 
out the Free State, and retommended that 
the seed should be given for thése plots at 
the lowest possible prices, with the condition, 
if necessary, that the grower should preserve 
not less than half the produce, to be sold to 
his neighbours at a reasonable price also. 

OBJECTION TO TARIFFS. 

Colonel C.° M. Gibbon said that their 
efforts should be concentrated on the techni- 
cal side rath*r than on the question of 
tariffs. He suggested that the Depart- 
ment should issue leaflets on wheat 
and give details of various kinds of wheat. 
He further suggested that instructions be 
issued to seedsmen to cut off certain varie- 
ties of wheat from their lists; and that the 
Department carry out experiments as to the 
most suitable methods of srcásry. grain. He 
also suggested that they should investigate 
the Canadian system, whereby an advance is 
given on the security of the ms. He did 
not think that any system of tariffs or sub- 
sidies would result in increased wheat grow- 
ing, and he was against them. 

r. Belton supported the findings of the 


Committee. 

Mr. Young said that he was doubtful 
about a tariff on flour doing any good to the 
farmer; and it would give people an oppor- 
tunity of saying that it would increase the 
cost of living.. He agreed with the tariff on 
wheat offal. 

Mr. Kennedy proposed that the report of 
the Committee with reference to wheat be 
adopted.

BARLEY PRICES. 

On the question of barley, the Chairman 
said that for some time they had two buyers : 
the distilling imdustry and the brewery in- 
dustry. The distilling. .industry at the 
moment was virtually extinct, and in another 
yee or so they would have only one market. 

hey maintained that Irish barley was an 
essential ingredient of Irish stout, and that 
the quality of Irish stout could not be main- 
tained without it. The amount of money 
that they asked—5s. per cwt.—would make a 
difference of about £250,000 in the gross 
profits of Messrs. Guinness. If they de- 
ducted that from a gross profit of seventeen 
or eighteen millions they would see that the 
effect would be negligible to their final 
dividend, but the effect to the grower would 
be important. There was no reason, there- 
fore, why the Government should not hold 
the balance fairly between the growers and 
the brewers, because the growers employed 


‘possibly more men than Messrs. Guinness. 


Some people held that a minimum price at 
25s. per barrel was too low. He agreed that 
it was below the cost of production, but 
there were other considerations which, when 
added, would bring the price to Ws. per 
barrel. . 

The Committee recommended that the 
Excise duty on a standard barrel of stout be 
reduced from £5 to £3, and that the Excise 
daty on pot-still whiskey be reduced from 
£3 12s, 6d. to £2 per gailon. Thay also re- 
commended the imposition of an jmport duty 
of 5s. per ewt. on all malting be and malt 
entéring: the Free State. af pu bit. 
houses were being closed down all over the 
country for want of trade, betting saloons 
were springing up in every town and village 
in the country. While they were trying to 
make the country temperate in spite of itself, 
the betting evil was growing, and would, 
the evil of the future. Drink would have to 
take a secondary place. From that point of 
view, he thought that the Sub-Committee’s 
proposal was just and reasonable. As re- 
gards whiskey, they did not ask for 
a reduction on patent still whiskey—which 
was made mainiy from Indian corn—but 
on pot-still whiskey, which was made from 
barley. The whiskey distilling industry was 
dying out very rapidly, while a considerable 
quantity of foreign whiskey was being im. 
ported. Thev would throw out the sugges 
tion to the lrish whiskey distillers that they 
should put their heads together with a view 
to holding their trade. 

EXCISE DUTY. 

Colonel Gibbon (Wexford) objected on prin 
ciple to the minimum price of 25s., as there 
was no constructive suggestion made as to 
where the money was to come from to pro- 
vide it. As to the question of Excise duty, 
he would be for reducing it to £1, instead 
of £3. The only way that they could break 
down the tariff wall between themselves 
and (juinness was to reduce the Excise. He 
did not see how the imposition of a tariff 
on oy barley would remove Guinness 
from the position of monopolist. 

The Chairman pointed out that the 25s. 
would come out of the pockets of the buyers. 
They simply asked the Government that if a 
monopoly existed the balance should be held 
fairly. 

Mr. Young said that he was in favour of 
the recommendations, with the exception of 
the reduction in the Excise duty, because he 
did not see how the Free State could balance 
its Budget if the Excise duty were reduced, 

Mr. D. Kennedy said that he thought that 
the minimum price for malting barley should 

30s. or S5s., instead of 25s. per barrel. 

Mr. Brophy (Kilkenny) said that he 
thought that the 25s. minimum price was 
helow the mark. 

An amendment by Coleone] Gibbons, that 
only the recommendation concerning the Ex- 
cise duty be adopted, was defeated by 10 
votes to 2. 

An amendment by Mr. D. Kennedy, that 
a minimum price of Ós. per barrel be sub- 
stituted for 25s., as recommended, was 
adopted, 

The recommendations as regards barley 
were then adopted 

COMPULSORY TILLAGE. 

As regards oats, the Chairman said that 
at one time they had over 1,000,000 acres of 
oats growing, but it was much lower now. 
The trouble in regard to the market was that 
more was put on the market in the autumn 
than was required, and it brought down 
prices. The Committee recommended a tariff 
of 2s. on fdreign oats imported. 

The recommendation. was adopted by, 16 
votes to 4.

open treaty port, the: expulsion of all 
Bolshevists, the cessation of the British 
boycott and of gnti-Bfitish propaganda. 


DEMANDS OF BRITISII 
RESIDENTS. " 


SUGGESTED INTERVENTION, 
HONG KONG, Tuesday. 

A great mass “indignation meeting, which 
was held here to-day, passed a resolution 
urging that a cable should be sent to the 
Prime’ Minister, asking the British Govern- 
ment to despatch an ultimatum to the Can- 
ton authorities, demanding : 

1, That Canton should be restored as an 
open Treaty port for trade between the 
Chinese and the foreign Treaty Powers, in 
full accordance with the provisions of the 
treaties. 

2. That all Bolshevists should be expelled 
from Canton and Kwantung. 

3. That the Whampoa College Cadets, who, 
it is declared, are “in reality Bolshevist- 
trained. troops,” should be disbanded, and 
those who are not Cantonese sent back to 
their native places. 

4. That the boycott of British goods should 
Ccease. : 

5. That anti-British propaganda should 
cease, under the threat of a complete naval 
blockade by Great Britain of Canton and the 
neighbouring waters, and such other action as 
His Majesty’s Government may consider ne- 
cessary. 

It was also urged that the ultimatum should 
state that a Chinese administration must be 
established at Canton, which will observe 
fully all existing treaties between China and 
the Foreign Powers. It was the unanimous 
opinion of the meeting that British interven- 
tion. is the only effective method of restoring 
communications and trade between Hong 
Kong, Canton and South China, and of pre- 
venting the economic destruction of Hong 
Kong and British interests in South China. 
The meeting sang: the National Anthem.— 
(Reuter.)

HONG KONG, Tuesday. 

West River pirates have captured a Chinese 
steamer and seized 50 yassengers, including 
the Chinese agent of the Standard Oil Com. 
pany at Wuchow, whom they are holding for 
a ransom of £50,000. 

The Ukrainian, Joseph Triplitchi, who was 
arrested on his arrival here some days ago, 
for Laving no passport, and who was sup- 

to be a Bolshevist agent, has been 
released, his case being one of mistaken 
identity. 

As a result of the assassination of Liao 
Chung-kai, Mr. C. C. Wu, the Mayor of 
Canton, who had postponed his departure for 
Peking, has now tendered his resignation. 
These resignations are possibly merely the 
usual Chinese penitent gestures. 

Borodin, the Russian adviser of the Canton 
Government, is reported to have appointed 
Wang Ching-wei to succeed Liao as head of 
the Canton Communists. Wang is regarded 
as more dangerous than his predecessor.

It was reported that the default in 
the bets made in Ireland, which formed the 
subject of his suspension, had been cleared, 
and that, furthermore, an affidavit made by a 
certain individual that the bets in dispute 
were for him alone, and that Beary was only 
an intermediary in the matter, was placed 
before them, which they aecepted. 

Beary is to ride the Sproughton Lady filly 
to-morrow for Sir Abe Bailey, who has first 
claim on his services this year, and the 
matter dose not really seem to call for any 
further comment, except the remark that it 
must be almost without precedent for a jockey 
who was deprived of his licence on such a 
score to have it returned in so short a space 
of time 

The York meeting began here this after-
